Practically without exception, 
everybody in Britain 
cedes the necessity of national 
re-armament. Where differences 
arise, they are mainly on the 
question of the speed at which 
the programme shall be carried 
out. An aspect of the subject 
which may possibly have been 
overlooked was recently stressed 
by. Sir. Norman Angell, who 
points out ‘that the ultimate 
question in national defence is 
not military but political.

‘ain cannot say what defences 


would be adequate in the “next 
war” until she knows who would 
be with her and who against her 
in the struggle. The nation’s 
task would certainly be much 
simplified if it were known how 
the Powers . would align them- 
selves in any future conflict.

Covenant as its authors intended 
it to function, there would have 
been no doubt; the’ aggressor 
would have had every other na- 
tion against him.

Assisted 30,355 mothers and infants who attended regularly 

at the branches for advice, weighing, soup, fruit juice, cod liver 

_ oil and various other forms of relief; ° y 
Made,, through its Inspectors, 5,306 visita to children’s 

homes; . 
- Supplied 44 hawkers’ licences to persons who otherwise, 
; te inability to procure employment, may ‘have starved to 
death; 3 
Maintained 23 children at various schools or institutions; 
Paid the rent in 23 cases, and gave financial aid in 101 cases; 
Supplied 18,398 tins of milk,'144 tina of Lactogen, 15714 
gallons of cod liver oil, and soup to the value of $165.89. 

The Society ended the year with a financial surplus of $12.26.

It Is lnrgely beenuse the new 
polley of the Urban Council with 
regard to hawkers’ licences threatens 
fo deprive peopte of this type of 
their only hope of carning an honest 
living in intervals of unemployment, 
that the Society views the measures 
belng taken with such grave-anxicty. 

Other forms of indirect relict in- 
clude the provision of vocationul 
training for the older children, {eed- 
ing the mother so that she may be 
able to feed her child, ete, etc, Five 
boys are being maintained by .the 
Soclety Jn the Industrial School ut 
Aberdeen, ‘twelve at the St, Louls 
Industrial School, one at St. Joseph's 
College and one at the Strect Boys’ 
Club. Two’ girls ‘are belng_main- 
tained at the Convent of the Chinese 
Sistera of the Precious Blood, two 
at the Victoria Home and Orphan- 
age, one at the Canossian Institute. 
The expense of-one other “mainten- 
ance case is being shared by this 
Society and the H.K, Benevolent 
Goctety, The Socicty 1s nssisting in

The care of infants while the mother 
works is a form of relief for which 


there Is the greatest need. Mothers, 


are often obliged to spend one-third 
to one-half .of their dally carnings 
In order to have their Infants cared 
for in thelr absence, 

Thanks to the gencrosity of Mr, 
Li Po-chun the first step towards 
ONing this need will , shortly ove 
tnken. Mr. Li bas piven to the 
Society the use for two yeurs of o 
house {in Clarence’ Terrace, and’ is 
going to rebuild It and prepare it 
for use ns a creche. The Canadian 
Sisters wil be ino charge, and will 
take in those children who ore sent 


to them by the Society's Inspector, |: 


In addition Mry Li will-glve ane hun- 
dred dollnrs a month towards tne 
running expenses. The Society has 
undertaken to furnish and equip the 
house, and to pay the expenses over 
and above those covered by Mr, Li's 
Hitt, ’ 

Such work is of couse experimen- 
tal, and besides helping to Ml a long- 
felt need, will show the way for 
future developments and extensions, 
Sand give the Society Invaluable 
knowledge of the requirements of 
the poor ‘mothers, and of how: to 
conduct relief of this type. The 
creche will be free to mothers in- 
troduced by the' Socicty's Inspectors, 
und the Sisters will not at first, ex- 
cept in cases of emergency, take in 
other, bables on their own responsi- 
bility.

In-all its relief work, both direct 
und indirect, the’ Society has con- 
{Inued--to--co-operate- with- the —varl~ 
ous Government Departments con- 
cerned with children, os well as with 
other charitable organisations, and 
this, represents a_ very important 
part of its work. The most striking- 
ly successful example of such co- 
operation is witlf the doctors who 
are in charge of the Government 
Infant Welfare Centres. + The 
Socicty sends to the Centres numer- 
ous cuses in need of medical 
attention, and in its turn gives relief 
to the poorer cases, originating at 
the Centres, thus supplementing: the 
work. of — the Centres.. Purely 
medical relief would be. useless if 
the. children receiving it died of 
malnutrition, as would often happen 
‘if it were not for the Society. 

The value of welfare work gen- 
erally is very Jargely dependent on 
the distance between the home and 
the’ Infant Welfare Centre and the 
Sociely's Branches, The question 
of having two Branches in Kowloon 
to cover more effectively the very 
Jnarge .areas. there inhabited by the 
very poor is under serlous considcra- 
tlon. Seventy-three per cent. of the 
cases denlt with In Kowloon Govern- 
ment Infant Welfare. Centre come 
from homes in the neighbourhood of 
the Centre. The percentage in Wan- 
chal is 79. : 

The Soclety also co-operates rcgu- 
lorly with the Seé¢retary for Chinese 
Affairs, the Inspcector-General of 
Police and the Magistrates, In 
many eoses its work is complemcn- 
ary. 

INFANT WELFARE WORK 

When the Society was founded In 
1929, there: was no organised infant 
welfare work in the Colony, and the 
Socicty quickly realiscd’ that. herein 
lay n.most important part of' Its 
work. : : 

At first the Soclety's Inspectorr 
found considerable reluctance on the 
part .of mothers to have dealings 
with anything .that, savoured of 
Western methods, and much anta- 
Ronism to Western medicine, . The 
nttack on this problem was’.opened 
by the Society's first Inspector, Miss 
Seto Wal Cheung, to. whose patience 
and tact In the initial stages ‘of. the 
‘work the Colony owes 1 great debt.

The following figures taken from 
the Report of the Director: -of 
Medical ahd Sanitary Services for 
the year 1935, indicate the extent of 
Infant Welfare Work in the Colony. 
During the yeur 36,224 visits were 

paid by cages to the two Govern- 
ment Centres. All these caseg wore 
Chinese, . though not necessarily of 
the poorest classes. ‘ 

In the period 1st November, 1035, 

to 3ist October, 1938, there wae 
9,083 patients at the Shamshuipo 
Hospital and Clinic, 1,500 of these 
being in-patients, and 7,525  out- 
paticnts, 24 

As has been said above, during the 
year which-ended on October 3ist, 
1936, ‘there were 30,355 attendances 
nt the Society’s Branches, and the 
Inspectors mnde 5,306 visits 
homes. 3 

BLIND AND CRIPPLED 
CHILDREN Poe 


These children have always bech 
no cause of grent concern ‘to the 
Society, which reullses the mogni-+ 
tude of fhe problem they present 
and the Impossibility of dealing 
adequately with {t under present 
conditions. Ae - 

The Inte Mr. M. A. Cooper, while 
acting os Honorary Director of the 
Society, explored the possibilitics of 
organised curntive treatment. Tt 
was his ambition to found and build 
an Eyce-Hospital. The necessary 
speciallst assistance had 
promised, and the lute Mr, F. C. 
Jenkin had agreed: to act ar ‘Choir 
mon of the Committee. Mr. Cooper's 
untimely denth has postponed the 
rentisatlon of this project. 

But for bdtind and crippled 
children a permanent home !s 
necded, .as weil os a hospital. 
‘Though there are several Institu- 

tlons which will recelve blind girls, 
there is no place in the Colony 
where blind boys may find a home. 

At the urgent request of the 
Society, the St, John Ambulance 
Brigade hos kindly taken .charge of 
two blind boys, one of whom had 
suffered incredibly, at the hands of 
n depraved brother, and was being 
exploited by him os o beggar, But 
necommodation at the Haw Par 
Hospital, where these two children 
have found shelter, is Hmited, ond 
morcover, the’ Ambulnnce Brignde 
does not consider that this hospital 
can properly be regarded as nm sulta- 
ble permanent home for blind child- 
ren, 

There is no home In Hongkong 
for crippled children. A 
The question of bund and crippled 

child beggars has been the’ subject 
of conference between the Inspector 
General of Pollee and the Socicty. 
From information obtained trom in- 
dependent sources, it would appear 
that many of the blind and crippted 
children found on the streets arc 
ulmost certainly belng exploited for 
their carnings os beggars,. ‘ 

The Police have powers of ,arrest, 
and the Juvenile Offenders’ Ordin- 
ance gives the Magistrates ample 
authority...to’ arrango. -that 
children shall be ‘placed in suitable 
care, But until there ‘is sufficient 
accommodation tn, hospitals and con- 
valescent homes, and in homes for 
the incurable, the mujority of these 
children must place their only hope 
of survival in begging, either inde- 
‘pendently or for thost who exploit 
them. Permanent homes for. them 
arc a most urgent need of the

The policy of the Society in this 
respect * is not sufficiently widely 
understood. Sooner -or later the 
majority of the famiNes which come 
to the Branches require medical at- 
tention of some sort. The Society 
sends such cases to the, most suitable 
clinic, hospital, dispensary or medical 
proct{tioner,,| The lack' of medical 
focllities for Chinese ch§ldren which 
existed in the Socicty’s carly days 
has. been met to o great extent by 
‘the Government Hospltals, fhe hos- 
pitals under Chincse management, by 
athe opening of.the Hospital and Clinic 
of the Chinese Sisters of the Preclous 
. Blood and Inst, but by no means least, 

by the Gavernment Infant Welfare 
Centres. There is stil however, a 
great need for the provision of mare 
beds for Chinese children | in, : the 
Colony's hospitals. 
- In carrying out this policy, the 
Society has from time to time deen 
able to make clear cither privately 
or publicly. the various needs of chil- 
dren; and elther:on its own respon- 
sibility or with the ready and gencr- 
ous ald of other organisations: or of 
individuals, has been able to supply 
those needs, or to help others to 
}supply them. The Committee ond 
OMcers of the Society in rendering 
to the pubile. an account’ of their 
work, cannot ignore this part of their 
dutics.. The opening of playing 
grounds js one happy Instance of such 
co-operation between the Society and 
other socinl services. 

In. pursuance of Its policy of co- 
operation with other organisations, 
the Soclety has ‘contributed: inthe 
past, to the: funds: of the Salvation 
Army and of the Sisters of the Pree 

fous Blood, while In those cases in 
-which-an-institution- already: existed; 
os in the case of the St, John Am- 
bulance’ Brignde and the St. Louis 
School, the Aberdeen Industrial 
School, the Victoria Home and‘ Or- 
phanoge, ‘ard ‘other such ¢stablish- 
ments, It hos .gindly paid' for the. 
maintenance of the destitute children 
who have been so dndly cared for 
in these Institutions at the Society's 
request. : 

The Police have regularly assisted 
the Society, and the Soclety has in 
turn assisted the Pollce in cases 
where permanent care for children 
.is needed, 

The Government Welfare Centres 
have.no funds for material. relief, 
ind beyond soup and medicinal foods 
such as cod-liver oil, ostelin and the 
like, they are unable to supply food 
however badly a child may need it, 
This work we do for them. On the 
other hand a very -large number of 
our cases are sent to the Government, 
Welfare Centres for medical ‘assis- 
tance and advice. 

Tho children’s wards In the Colony 
are belng extended, and, when funds 
permit, the Government hopes to 
establish ao fully-equipped children’s 
hospital. - ae 2, Fee 

All this co-operation between the 
Society and. the rest of the Colony 
has been made. possible by. the active 
work of.the earlier Executive OM- 
cers: ond of the various Executlve 
Committees. —- . 

The Society in its first year urged

The necessary 
specialist: assistance had been 
promised, and the late Mr, F.C. 
Jenkin had agreed to act as Chair- 
! man of the Committee. Mr. Cooper's 
tntimely death hag postponed the 
renlisation of this project, 
But fer blind and 
children a permanent home 
necded, as well as a hospital. 
Though there are several institu- 
tions which will recelve blind girls, 
there is.no'place in the Colony 
where blind boys may find n home. 
At the: urgent request of the 
Society. the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade has kindly taken charge of 
two blind boys. one of whom had 
suffered incredibly at ‘the hands of 
a depraved brother, and was being 
exploited by him as a beggar. But 
accommodation at the Haw Par 
Hospital, where these two children 
haye found sheller, is limited, and 
moreover, the Ambulance Brigade 
does not consider that this hospital 
can properly be regarded as a suita- 
ble permanent home for ‘blind child- 
ren.

SOCIETY'S ACTIVITIES - 


A brief reference to the principal 
activities of the Society since its be- 
ginning jn 1929 seems appropriate. 

Prior to the Inception of the So- 
ciety no one Nad considered-the needs 
of the children of the Colony as a 
whole. There were no date upon 
which to work, or from which a 
policy could ‘be formulated. 

The “first rea! step taken was the 
appointment of Miss Seto Wai 
Cheung as the first Inspector.
